REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record when considered alone or in combination does not teach or fairly suggest the 
combination of a processor programmed to provide a tournament game from a plurality 
of tournament games in exchange for monetary input, awarding either merchandise 
prizes or prize credits resultant of the tournament game outcome, enacting the 
redemption of prize credits and merchandise through the display of information, display 
of advertisement, and the presentation graphic user interface controls from websites 
and/or web pages corresponding to a plurality of centralized servers that coordinate and 
regulate prize distribution as reflected in independent claims 1 and 2. In addition 
thereto the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the incorporation of 
providing a profile of a user to an advertiser responsive to the displaying of the 
advertisement as reflected in claim 1 . 

The closest prior art of record Von Kohorn (US 5,697,844) fails to teach the 
utilization of websites and/or web pages to provide the redemption of prize credits or 
merchandise prizes earned in a tournament game selected from a plurality of 
tournament games.
